Knife , I with my Fingers expreſſed all 


the Blood from the - remote- parts : after 
this done I applied my Buttons made 
of Tow to the Veins and Arteries be- 
ing covered with the Reſtriftive, whilſt 
others were onely dipt'in Acetum and 
ſo well ſprinkled with Calcanthum Ru- 
brum : Aﬀter theſe was applied my large 
Pledget or Cap armed with a Defenſe- 
tive ; then with convenient Bolſtrings 
and Rollers I performed and compleat- 
ed my firſt intention.

| HIS isan Abſceſs having init the 

ſubſtance of Fatt or Sewet, ſmall 

at firſt, but in proceſs of time 
growing larger : It isa Tumour round, 
not elevated, but deprefled ; and At7us 
doth add, it adhereth firmly to the 
Skin: Its ſubſtance is not fiuid, but 
compact and coacted : It is not therefore 
contained in one Bag, as the former, but 
is lodged between two Coats. And when 
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it is in the Head, it doth contain in it 
a Matter reſembling Sewet, a large Ba- 
fis, and doth; not yield to the touch ; 
-when it 1s in other parts, it is ſeen to 
contain in it Matter much like Fatt, more 
like this than Sewet ; neither is its co- 
lour there ſo white : It is generated, 
as 1s Sewet, by reaſon of the Intempe- 
riecty of the place, or by reaſon of ill 
Blood. They are ſcarce ever cured, but 
by manual operation. If the Veſicle be 


broken, and you do not draw all out, -it. 


will leave either a Fiſtula, or a foul Ul- 
cer. As touching its Cure, in reſpect 
of its hardneſs, broad Baſis , multitude 
of Sewets, it is only to be handled as 
other Abſceſles ; this Sevum is to be 
wholly ſeparated'from the Pericranium, 
leſt the Abſceſs do make a freſh re- 
turn. Here may you make a croſs In-

p l \HE Diaphragma hath two ſorts 


of Tumours belonging to it, and 

either of them do bring the Pati- 
ent. in danger of death ; the one long, the 
other ſhort : for by the Excrements for- 
cing here they may make a Tumour both 
with or without a Fever. If without a 
Fever,from the beginning pain. and dif- 
ficulty of breathing, a ſmall and a hard 
Pulſe, and theſe Excrements we are to 
allow to be thin and crude, and thence do 
follow a Tenſion of the Bowels, becauſe 
the Muſcles are extended to the Dia- 
phragma.

| Fumour of the Diaphragraa 1s offered to 
you for cure, let your firit Intention be to 
diſcharge the Matter or Subſtance that is 
lodged. And becauſe the Origination of 
this does generally ariſe from Fluxion, 
this alſo is to, be prohibited, and this is 
done by diſcharging the fluent Matter. 
It you take them in the beginning, they 
may give ſome hopes of Cure : but it 
they be of any long continuance, they 
admit of no Cure ; becauſe they general- 
ly hurry the Patient into a Conſumption, 
and will not. be taken hold of by the beſt 
of Medicines, As to the Cure, the firſt 
Intention 1s to diſcharge this Matter by 
well purging and clearing the Body of its 
Excrements : and here ſuch things are 
molt proper as can diſcharge both Flegm 
and Water; ſuch as is Elaterium, Radix 
Sambucinus, or the like.

Theſe Tu- 
mours, although they are bred of a thin 
and cold Matter, yet in the place affeted 
they thicken; and for the performance 
of this there is required” pain, difficulty 
of Breathing, a hard and a ſmall pulfe,

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as the chief Cauſes and Effects of moſt of 
theſe Ruptures.

does account the Teſticles to be Glandu- 
lous Bodies,wrapt about and twiſted with 
various Veſſels, Coats, and Ligaments. 
By the Greeks they are called SAwr, 
as being two in number, and theſe are the 
Authors and Workmen of the Seed ; for 
they have allowed them a vernaculate ta- 
culty of attracting and equcing the Sper- 
matick Matter from all the parts of the 
Body. The Coats of the Teilicles are 
four, the firſt called Ep:d:dyms, imme- 
' diately enwrapping the Teſticles, from 
whence it taketh its Name-: the ſecond 
Elythros , fo called im F ilgs, or qgua/? 
rubro ſemilss, or vaginals : the third 
Dartos, «im? Kg: dm, becauſe it is eaſily 
excoriated , and lieth next the Scro- 
iam : thelaft is the Scrotum. it ſelf. To 
theſe Teſticles alſo belong Vaſa Jeferer- 
tia Vaſa preparantia, the Cremaſter 
Muſcles, and the like. This may ſerve 
as 2 brief Anatomy of the Teſticles and 
its neighbouring parts. We proceed now 
tothe various Differences of Ruptures, 
before we treat. ſingly of each by it ſelf. 
And here be two kinds which do offer 
themſelves, Bubonocele © Oſcheocele, to 
each of which is beſtowed its proper 
name, for 8v&y ſignifieth'#nguen, and 32&

Or (if you 
pleaſe) there are generally allowed eight 
Ruptures, one complete called Bubono- 
cele, when an Inteſtine or the Omentum 
deſcend no lower than the Inguens ; the 
ſecond a complete Hernia, when they 
zenetrate into the Scrotum, the Tunica 
Dozaals being opened, or the Per:to- 
,4um ; If the Inteſtine deſcends, it ma- 
keth Enterocele, if the Kell Epiplocele, if 
a Tumour be. made by a wateriſh Rup- 
ture Hydrocele, if by Wind Pneumatoce- 
Je, Ifa Fleſhy Subſtance grows m_— 
; tne 
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the Scrotam Sarcocele, if the Veins be 
repleated beyond meaſure, and be dila- 
ted in the Scrotum, Cirfocele. To theſe 
Avicen does adde Exomphalos, or a 
Prominency of the Navel ; and of theſe 
he offers thefe four ſpecies to follow, as 
Enteroepiplocele , Hydroenterocele, Hy- 
drophyſocele, & Hyaroſarcocele. Every 
Rupture does demonſtrate its$igns and 
its Cauſes ; Preſages and Cure we ſhall 
offer in their proper places , beginning 
firſt with Enterocele or Hernia Inteſtina- 
Lis, an Inteſtinal Rupture ; before which 
as an Introduction it will be molt proper 
to diſcourſe of Bubonocele, it being as a 
leading Card to the reſt. 
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3 of Bubonocele or Hernia Tneninalis. 


# NN E/fus and Paulus, lib. 7.cap. 18. 

i: , will havethis reckoned amongſt 
*S— Ruptures,: and there does call 
theſe. Vanices'of the Groin, and a Ty- 
mour- of Inguen. Paulus, 116.6, cap.66. 
afhirms it an Iateſtinal Rupture of the 7- 
exex onely or ſimply , that is, when the 
Iateſtine does not deſcend any further : 
by; the Greeks ' called &Coroxmnnt, And 
here: the -large Veins which are in the 
Groin may ſo ſwell, and prove ſo vari- 
cous, that they may create a Rupture 
here, ſo as this proves a Chirurgical Af- 
fe. But before I proceed any further 
in this Chapter, be pleaſed to confider 
thoſe many Freon are committed 
by unskilful Chirurgeons, who very fre- 
quently do take Venereal Buboes for In- 
guinal Ruptures, and fo do cut for the In- 
teſtine without either Wit or Honeſty, or 
elſe do prejudice to the great Vein there 
ordered by Nature, and thereby bring 
danger of death. But that you may the 
better underſtand the difference,conſider 
with me, that if you perceive a ſoft Tu- 
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you may well ſuſpe&t a Dilation being 
made by the Inteftine ; a Bubo in the be- 
ginning being hard, eſpecially being Ve- 
nereal, It being a Rupture, if the Pati- 
ent lie on his back, theInteſtine falleth in- 
wards with eaſe, and the Tumour does 
vanith ; and upon the Patients riſing it 
returns with as much eaſe: In a Babo 
there is always a contained Tumour. 
But arriving to the matter of our preſent 
Diſcourſe, a Bubonocele does moſt gene- 
rally gain the name of being the begin- 
ning of an Inteſtinal Rupture more pro- 
perly,than the name of a Rupture;theIn- 
teſtine firſt making its fall through the 7»- 
2uen, before it enters the Scrotum, and fo 
does neceſlarily dilate it: And therefore 
Paulus faith , that the Inteſtinal Rup- 
ture of the Izguex does precede a Rup- 
ture elſewhere; for if the Peritoneum 
be made intenſe in its lower part by 
Wind, or any other cauſe, and the Inte- 
ſtine makes its turgid way thither, being 
 alfofilled with Wind ; or by being filled 
with Excrements, and thereby forceth it 
ſelf, it makes this Butonocele ; the which 
by Paulus requireth a double method 
of Cure, the one being to be performed 
by Inciſion, the other by Uſtion. The 
firſt of theſe by Paulus 1s thus wy 


ed : 'Hecuts upon the tumefied place in a 
: ſtreight 
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ſtreight line the length of three tranſ- 
verſe Fingers, and fo paſſeth through the 
_Membrana carnoſa, and then makes ſo 
deep an Incifion, untill he finds the Perz- 


_ Foxeum bare, and the Fat. alſo being ab- 


lated and removed. Ce/{us will have this 
done with courage, and the Inciſion to be 
made -to the middle Coat, which maketh 
the Vaginz; afterwards he with a Probe 


does depreſs the Peritonaum, and ſo as 


that the Inteſtine be compelled inwards ; 
and having lodged his Probe, and com- 

reſſed the Peritoneum, he by Sutures 
Toes draw the-lips of the Wound toge- 
ther.; the -which ,being done, he takes 
out the Probe, 'and cures: the remain as 
you do ſimple Wounds. - This is Paulus 
Method, - which is performed by Suture, 
binding up only; the Cu7s,as by Aſtriftion. 
The ſecond of his, which is performed by 
Uſhon, is both cruel, painful, and terrible, 
contracting the Cuts by the ſtrength and 
force of the Fire,and making a contracted 
and hard Ciccatrice, and by this means do 
depreſs the;-Tumour, and will not ſuffer 
the Perztonzum to lift it ſelf up» 
wards. But leaving theſe, a well made 
Truſs 15 much better, performeth its buſi- 
neſs with more eaſe, gentleneſs, and ſa- 
tisfaction ; this having in it the faculty 
of prohibiting the ſoft Tumour, by com- 
preſſing 


in particular. 

preſſing the Diſtention of the Per:tone- 
4m, and hindering the Impetuoſity of the 
Inteſtine : to which Truſs we uſually tux 
2 Quilt or ſmall pyramidal Pillow, it 
ſometimes being made in form of a Myr- 
tle Leaf: and.after the Reduction this 
being ſown to. the Truſs 15s to be ap- 
lied to the part affected. In ſome caſes 
—_ this may not be convenient; as 
ſhould there happen a Varix in the Groin, 
and the Veins tumehie, the Veins by this 
being compreſſed by the tying of both 
its ends up ; and ifthe preparing Veſſels 
be varicoſed , if they be bound up, the 
Generation of the Seed would be hinder- 
ed. And therefore in this caſe Reſtrin- 
gent Medicines are more proper, as Ba- 
lauſtians, Cypreſs Nuts, Lignum vite, 
Galls, Pomgranate Rinds, Red Roſes, 
Medlers. Women tor the moſt part are 
troubled with a Bubonocele, becauſe the 
Womb falleth from the exteriour Coat of 
the T/terus, and ſo doth produce Hernia 
Uterina , as Caſparaus Bithinus obſer- 
veth, £16. 2. Anatom. Obſerv. 62, Fa- 
britii you may read of a new married 
Woman, who in reſpect of an ill Dyet 
and bad Habit of Body was perplexed 
with the Itch, and not long after grow- 
ing big bellied, and having a hard bur- 
then, there followed a Prolapſion ow

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Tterus ; fhe coming to him for advice 
and help, he orders her this following 
Bag to be applied for three or four days 
to the part affected, and to carry it al- 
ways about her, by the benefit of which 
ſhe was ſpeedily cured.

Efore I proceed to the Cure of a 
perfect Inteſtinal Rupture, I ſhall 

— begin with that which hath the 
Peritongum relaxed or dilated. The 
Inteſtine does deſcend,either becauſe this 
Coat is either dilated or rent. TheSigns of 
2 Dilation are,becauſe the Inteſtine does 
not ſuddenly deſcend, but does remain in 
the-Orifice; then it does not deſcend to 
the bottom of the Teſticle , the Tu- 
mour 1s equal and profound. The Signs 
of its Coat being rent are, a ſudden De- 
ſcent of the Inteſtine , an unequal Tu- 
mour, a ſpeedy Relapſe of it into the bot- 
tom of the Teſticle. Celſas cap. 14. 1:6. 
does offer theſe as Signs of an Inteſtinal 
Rupture ; the Tumour ſometimes encrea- 
ſing, ſometimes leſſening ; encreaſing, ei- 
ther becauſe a greater part of the Inte- 
ſtine falls down, or becauſe it 1s more re- 
leted than it ought,ſometimes by Wind, 
ometimes by Excrement. If the Tu- 
mour do encreaſe, becauſe the Excrements 
are fallen into the Inteſtine , then 
Scarſe it is to be expected to be drawn 
forth again ; thcn is there pain = the 
Cr 0s 
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Scrotum, Invuen, and Abdomen ; becauſe 
here is made a ſolution of Continuity, 
whereby the Stomach is affected, and 
thereby throws forth Choler, afterwards 
green or black, then Excrement, and after 
theſe follows an inflammation of the Te- 
fticles. A ſecond Sign, the Tumour is 
not painful, ſometimes it wholly vaniſh- 
eth, and being compreſſed it with eaſe 
_ returneth into the Abdomer,and with as 


much eaſe falls out again with ſome 


noiſe, the Tumour being light, lubricous, 
and round. Moſt times the 1/202: falls 
down, . yet ſometimes the other Guts 
come out with it, and do fall into the 
Scrotum. But this happeneth not by a 
ſimple Diſtention of the Peritoneal Pro- 
ceſs, but it muſt neceſſarily burſt in all 
great Ruptures. This oft times happens 
in Children by falling, leaping, vonnting, 


coughing, any vehement motion, crying, 
concuſſion, or the like. The Duodenum 


and Reffum cannot fall into the Scrotum, 
this Anatomy ſufficiently maketh good. 
The Jejunum is tied by the Liver by the 
Meſeraick Veins, and the Co/oz knit to 
the upper parts; and here is no Rupture 
without diviſion of theſe. The Cecum, 
becauſe it 18 ſlippery in the right fide, and 
ſeparates from the reſt, does eaſily fall in- 
to the right ſide of the Scrotum, the Pe- 
POL: rioneaum 
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ritongum being either rent or dilated ;

left ſide the 1/com alſo is ſubject to fall in- 
to the Scrotum, and thus there may be a 
double Enterocele, one of the Cecum, 
another of the con. This of the Teon is 
the moſt dangerous and terrible, becauſe 
by this is intercepted the diſtribution 
both of the Chyle and Nutriment, and 
the ſecretion of the Excrement, which is 
the neceilary office of the 1/eox as touch- 
ing preſervation of Life : beſides this an 
intolerable pain is excited, and is oft 
times inflamed, whence follows a Gan- 
grene, into whoſe ſympathy of affetion 
are all the reſt of its neighbouring parts 
drawn. Here is alſo made the 1/aca 
Paſſio,after which follows vomiting both 
of Chyle and Excrements, this being as 


. the Harbinger or Forerunner of Death.

the Omentium ; others attributed it to 
Wind and Humours ; butat length it was 
concluded,that it was a Fleſhy Excreſcen- 
cy, and for the taking this off there was 
a ſtrict Bandage made, the which was 
every day contracted or bound cloſer, 
untill the whole was eradicated ; the 
which being removed, the Patient reco- 
vered his perfe& Cure and Health.

A ther poſleſs the whole Scrotaum, 

or part thereof. This Aqueous 
Humour 1s not collected in the S$crorum,

The Kidney being by this e- 
villy, affeted, not performing its proper 
 funMion, part of the Urine, the which 
the EmuJgent protradts to it ſelf, whenas

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ill-affeted. Kidney, it falleth into the 
Membrane Elythrow , and. here breeds 
Hydrocele ; and this being ſublated with 
the Teſticle, this Humour can no-longer 
remain here, 2s Dodoneus obſeryes,cap. 
29. Obſerv. The Cauſes hereof rmay be 
many, ſome being occult, othersmani- 
feſt; occult,as this wateriſh Humour being 
gathered from the repleted Vefels.G 4:40 
adds 4 Vice of the Liver herein or Spleen, 
by reaſon of which there is a Liquor col- 
Iefted im the Fypocondries, which with 
eaſe does make its 'defcent. manifeſt, as 
Percuſſion, Colliſion, Fraction of Veſlels 
whieh'are in the Tefticles ; for the Blood 
which flows .into the Veſſels is changed 
and turned, by reaſon of the weakneſs of 
parts, mto' an aqueous ſubſtance, Per- 
cuſfion and Collifion, and the like, are its 
Signs; the Tumeur vaniſheth if Hunger 
hath preceded. If the Habit of the Body 
be ill, this Hern:a proceeds from the ilf 
accident of ſome Bowel ; if not hence, it 
may from too much Liquor, for Reple- 
tion is made by toomuch Potation.

it ſelf;the which if it be yellowith and 
pale, the Hernia will appear 'from.the

are to be. removed, the 1ll Habit of the 
Body corrected, from too much Drink 
the Patient ought to be preſcribed, the 
plenty of this watery Humour to be dif- 
charged and evacuated, and the whole 
Habit of the Body amended.

THis is nothing elſe. than a Dulatati- 

on of the Veins in the Tefſticles, 

= conglomerated in manner of 
Varices :and theſe | (as Celſus and P au- 
lus write) are either the Veins of the 
Scrotum, or thoſe in the Membranes of 
the Dartos,or thoſe whichdo'nouriſh the 
Teſticle : and therefore Celſus  adviſeth, 
if the Rupture be in the $rrotum, you are 
to apply thin and ſharp Inſtruments to 
the Veins,and with theſe the Veins are to 
be cauterized, and there to be moſt cau- 
terized where moſt variced or twiſted. 
The general Curative Method here is the 
ſame to that preſcribed in curing of a 
S$cirrhus; the Intentions here are three, 
to repell the flowing Humour, to dif- 
charge and dry up that which hath alrea- 
| dy flowed,and to aſtringe the dilated Veſ- 
ſels. Now Aſtringents do fatisfie thefe 
two ſcopes ; for as being cold and reſtrin- 
gent, they repell the fluent Humour; as 
being drying,they dry it up ; and by its 
Aſtriction do alſo bind up the dilated Veſ- 
ſels. And for this Aﬀect, Balauſtians,Red 
Roſes, Pomgranate Rinds, Juice of Hy- 
pocyſtus, 
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in particular. 
pocyſtus, Bol. Armen. Dragons Blood, 
Maſtich, Olibanum, Glue, Amber, and 
the like ; theſe, or any, or ſome of theſe 
mixed with the White of an Egge and a 
little Vinegar, may very well be uſed 


here: but it theſe do no good, come to 


the uſe of Incifion or Caulſtick, and here 
are we to be very careful in onely caute- 
rizing the parts where they ars thus 


twined or twiſted together ; after which 


done remove the Eſchar,then deterge and 
digeſt it. But if the Veins of the Dartos 
be tumefied, you are to make your Incift- 
on in the Groin, and the Membrane is to 
be drawn: through there with the Teſti- 
cle, and after this ſeparate the dilated 
Veſſels from the Coat either with your 
Fingers or a convenient Inſtrument ; then 
tie up the Veſſels, and cut them off under 
your Ligature ; then .repoſe or reduce 
your Coat and Teſticle. And if the Rup- 
ture be in the Erythros or Tunica vagi- 
nals, and either two be dilated, proceed 
in the ſame Method as in the Dartos ; 
but ifit be between the inward Coat and

E arrive now at the Inguens, 

where we may meet with theſe 

four following Tumours , Bu- 

bo Venerens, Peftiferns, Phyma, Phy- 
gethlon ; of each of theſe in their order. 
Theſe Glandules have their proper names 
as well as others, and hence is it that 
they are called Bubores, by us in Eng- 
land called the Popes eye, in veal and 
mutton. They are held to be eight in num- 
ber and very large. There is held to be a 
great commerce between the Nerves 
and theſe Glandules : for it is very credi- 
| ble that the Nerves do convaigh ſome- 
what hither, as their excrementitious 
ſuccus, and alſo do ſend hither any ner- 
veous quality that at any time doth per- 
plex them; but they do not unload them- 
ſelves into theſe as into their excretory 
ports,but into their adjoyning veſſels ; and 
Renee it is that they are placed at the 
greater diviſion of the veilels: neither 1s 
it leſs prqbable , that they take ſome- 
what ſrom hence as anutritive juice , 
the which being allured by a ſimilar at- 
traction of the Glandulous ſubſtance, the 
Aa 4 Lym- 
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Lymphadudts to pour out their Zympha 
here ,:and by the: benefit; ; hergof' theſe 
Glandules do ſeparate one. and leave the 
other : And this. is confirmed by their 
ſweetnes and delicacy, they having a fa- 
miliarity with the nutriveSuccus.And the 
reaſon they are ſ0 large and numerous's, 
becauſe the Crural Nerves had ineed to 
have ſuch large Organes 'for . diſcharging 
their ſuperfluitzes..We come now to.their 
Diſeaſes with the Aﬀedts ; theſe being ei- 
ther ſimple or :not malign 'Tumours, or 
peſtilential or yenereal Tumours. The 
Cauſes of all which may be reduced to 
two. - The firſt. being the hindrance of 
the Circulationof the Blood, and hence 
ariſeth a Tumour by reafon of. the conti- 
Nuity. and impetuaus afflux of the Blood 


from the heart through the Arttries, and 


by reaſon of its making no. reflux from 
theſe through the Veins ; An evident ex- 
al hereof in Contuſions of 
the Glandules and: in their Obſtrudtions. 
A ſecond common, Cauſe ariſeth general- 
ly from the. Nerves themſelves, ſpitting 
forth their ſuperfluous Humidities being 
either here vitiqus 1n Quantity or Qual- 
ty: now theſe are 2 common cauſes. Eve- 
ry ſpecial Tumour hath itsſpecifick cauſes 
& differences:and ' thus if theſe ſuperflui- 
ties _— err 1n quantity or quality, as in 
viſcidity,thicknes,or the like,it ye a

ſimple Tumour: If from a malign quality, 
there ariſeth a Tumour being of the ſame

to enquire of the efficient cauſes of this ve- 
nreal Bubo:and this, poyſon oftimes is com- 
municated to the Liver, and-.hence is ſent 
1nto the'Inguens,as its proper Emunctuo- 
ries, and hence ariſeth theſe venereal Bu- 
boes. The cheijf matter of which they are 
bred is of a part of thick, cold and: viſcid 
Humours, which may wel be | pet by 
the hardnes, whitenes,ilnes of pain,and co- 
lour of the Tumour. Sometimes they arife 
from a hot, ſharp, & cholerick Humour 
with a great pain,and a conjunct heat,and 
theſe make them ſo oft to run intoUlcers, 
being both virulent & m— As to theyre.

art being reſolved, the thicker excrement

place. The Tumour being made ripe, = 
pen it with a potential Cautery.

rurate the moſt rebelliois Buboes ; tid 
having brought it thus ,' deterge the Ul- 
cer by op rk. it 4 long while open, 
and freed 6f its peccant Matter; then fill 
up with fleſh, and ſkin it. H:1dangs tels 
us of one, who in an impure coition with 
a Strumpet had all his genital parts ſo di-

Buboes, which were made of a hot and ſan- 
ovinolent matter, rhe which with eaſe 
came'to fſuppuration ; others there be 
which _ generated; ofcould and thick 
Humours do require a  ſonger time to ſup- 
pur ate , 'and a greaterdiligency tocure , 
the Matter was ſharp and malign, and 
many Medicines being uſed hoth inwards 
and outwards with ſmall ſucceſs.

Emorrhoid is a Compounded word 
mpe Faſus, Which ſignifies San- 


uts, and fie, fiuo ; and this1s a 
Flux of Blood. The Veins of the Anus 
onely gain the place of their dwelling 
and _ or they are Tumours encom- 
paſſing the Veins of the Anus, excited by 
the great influx of Melancholy Blood, re- 
ſembling ſomewhat of a ſpecies of a Va- 
r:ix, Some of theſe at certain times do 
open themſelves , and ſo do diſcharge 
and exonerate the Blood : others there 
are that onely tumefie. Some are hid- 
den, others more manifeſt. Such as flow,

a yellowiſh Serum, which is as a Vehi- 
cle to make its more ſpeedy exzt, and by 
its acrimony does make a more ſpeedy 
opening of the Veſſels. Such as do not

and painful. Theſe Hemorrhozdes ariſe ThtirOri- 


(as both the ancient and modern Anato- 
miſts allow) from the Splenetick branch, 
deducing its iſſue from the Porta produ- 
ced downwards towards the ReFum, and 
then cagried backwards to the Cocc:x,and 
there tobe inſerted and propagated. But 
from the Vena cava there are two Bran- 
ches produced from the Os {acrum or 
Coxendix,.and ſent tothe Anus ; the one 
from the right, the other from the left 
part, the which are diſſeminated through 
the Muſcles of the right Gut and Anus, 
and do there conſtitute theſe Hemorrhoi- 
dal Veins, here pouring forth their Blood: 
and this is confirmed with good reaſon, 

for the recitude of the Veſſels, the Blood 

flowing downwards by jts weight muſt 

nzceſlarily fill its Veſſels, and being girt 

up .or conſtringed , being thus filled by 

the Muſcles, does make way for this 
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Apertion. And to give a better light to 
the well ordering and curing of both 
forts, let us make an exa&t Anatomical 
Inquiry about theſe parts. Theſe He- 


morrhoidal Veins again have an Artery 


belonging to them to feed them, this 


Blood firit coming from the Porta to the 
Anus ; for from the great Branch of the 
Porta 1s this carried to the Spleen, and 
thence through the Meſentery is it ſent to 
the right Gut. Theſe Veins are onely 
two,ariſing from the Cava and the Porta 
for this cauſe, becauſe theſe ſerve, as do 
the other Veins of the Body, for nouriſh- 


| ing the parts' with Blood : and thus are 


the parts of the Anus nouriſhed there» 
with ( This was a thing unknown to the 
Ancients; ) and therefore it is neceſſary 
that the Melancholy Blood ſhould this 
waybe diſcuſſed ; for by this Paſſage one- 
ly 1s Melancholy beſt diſcuſſed, and the 
Schirrus of the Spleen cured. Beſides 
theſe, theſe alſo are by nature as Scavin- 

ers: to cleanſe the feculent Blood, and 
make a ſound Body ; and when therefore 
ſhe cannot perform theſe, we make our 
ſpeedy addreſs to Phlebotomy : and the 
Evacuations thus made we daily find to 


ield great comfort and eaſe to the trou- 


ted Patient. Beſides, theſe not being 
kept open, a man having a great quantt- 
at! oO! a 
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ty of Melancholy Humour lodged in him, 
the whole Body will hereby beleſs ca- 
pable to undergo any other Methogl 
which may be preſcribed. And laſtly, in 
_— Fevers, being lodged in the lar- 
ger Veſlels, and there putrefying the 
Blood, theſe moſt properly ought to be 
opened, being nearer related to the af- 
fected part, where more good may be 
expected than from the Arm. Should 
theſe be ſtopped, they breed a Conſum- 
ption in the Lungs, a Dropſie in the 
Liver, by ſuffocating the Liver as it were 
in its native heat ; and if they flow im- 
moderately,” the Blood being evacuated 
the Liver is cooled, thereby 1s excited 
a Dropſie, and a decay of the whole Bo- 
dy.

| His 1s a ſoft Tumour. yielding to 
JW the Touch, made by Duatation or 

=- Relaxation of an Artery : Every 
Artery, except thoſe which are diſperſed 
through the Brain, have allowed them 
a double Coat, the inward of which be- 
ing either corroded or rent, 'the outward 
may extend fo much as to cauſe an Aneu- 
riſm. Aneuriſms may be made by Ana- 
ftomaſes, Diapedeſis, Ruption, Erolion, or 
Wound of the. Arteries. It happeneth 
' in moſt parts of the Body, but chiefly in 
the Throat. Itis a Swelling encreaſing 
by degrees, and hath the ſame colour 
with that of the Skin, a continual Pulſati- 
ps caſes. on. If it be ſmall, it eaſily yieldeth to 
the Touch. It is difficult in Cure. If it 
be large, and in the Axillaries or Inguens, 
in which the Veſſels are large, here ex- 
pet no cure. Incifion very oft times 
cauſeth ſuch a Flux of Blood and Spirits, 
that it both diſchargeth Art and Life ve- 
r ſpeedily. This too often n_—_ by 
the imprudence of an ignorant Chirurgi- 
on, by pricking of an Artery inſtead of a 
Vein, . and ſo occaſioning this Pulſation, 
Pain, 
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Pain, and Tumour. Some allow inward 
Cauſes,as Intenſion of theSpirits,Contuſi- 
ons,Concuſſions,Obſtructions, theſe being 
accounted as the chief of the inward Cau- 
ſes. Some alſo do adde Melancholy Blood 
' tobea Cauſe hereof lodged in the Veins 
and Arteries; but the moit uſual fign of its 
Cauſes is drawn from the ignorant Chi- 
rurgion, who by _ too deep does 
wound the inward Artery, the which is 
not eaſily to be cured by reaſon of its 
Spermatick Subſtance and Motion ; and 
thus the Blood by degrees 1s percolated 
out of the Arteries, and making a Cavi- 
ty for it ſelf formeth this Azenr:ſm, the 
Matter hereof being a Spirituous Blood 
made by Dilatation , the outward Mat- 
ter is made by Grumous Blood thus rai- 
ſed together. It generally ' receives theſe 
two Methodical Scopes in its Cure, v2. 
Pharmacy and Chirurgery ; and where 
the one takes not, the other muſt be at- 
tempted. The firſt are Repellers and 
Reſtringents, and convenient Ligatures, 
or Lead ſtrictly bound over the part ; or 
ſuch an Aſtringent as this may ſerve the 
turn, as, Be.

Theſe Tumours are hard, bred from a 
hard, Flegmatick, thick and viſcid Flegm, 
which are not to be diſcuiled but by hot 
 Medicines,and ſuch as have a Faculty of 
making the Nerves ſpit torth this Matter 
contained in them, theſe carrying with 
them an Emollient and lenitying qualt- 
- and hence may you contidently make 
uſe of ſuch Medicines here as T have ſet 
you down in my Tract of aSczr7 hs 
adding thereto Argenium vivum : Empl, 
de Ranu cum Merc. is very proper 
here alſo. In the whole time your Pa- 
tient lyes under your hands take care 
that he be ordered a ſober Lie, ſhun- 
ning Venery as the greateit enemy'ima-

not touched the Bone, than if it had : but 
ſuppoſe it ſhould get thither, and foul it;

\ Fter long and difficult Diſeaſes Tu- 


mours are oft ſeen to breed in the 

Knees ; and by how much the lon- 

er they are in breeding, by ſo much the 
onger expect will be the getting of them 
extirpated. They. bring ſharp and bit- 
ter pains with them, becauſe theſe Hu- 
moursare crept into very ſenſible parts, 
as Membranes, the which do both diſtend 
and rack them. The Cure hereof is diffi- 
cult, becauſe this Humour is ſeldom ſeen 
bred but in Cacochymick Bodies,and ſuch 
as are ofanevil habit of body ; and then 
becauſe the part affected is cold and weak, 
being far from the Fountain of Hear. 
Sometimes it is made by Flatuencies, 
crude and ſerous Humours; the which do 
flow and mix themſelves betwixt the ner- 
vous parts and Membranes. As to the 
Cure, if it proceed from Blood, order a 
thin and cold Diet ; and for Revulſton 
Veneſedtion is good ; and here obſerve 
your 4 times in its Cure. But if it co- 
meth om a wateriſh Matter, the Body is 
to be purged by Phlegmagogicks ; and

"He Foot «s well as the Hand is 
troubled and perplexed with viſ-

toul. The onely way to-cure this Evil is 
to diſcharge the Matter by Reſolution, 
and if poſſible not to open xt. At the end 
of the Toe there oft times falleth a vow 
pain, g8rifing without any manife 
cauſe, not without fome inward occult; 
Malignity, without Tumour or Rednefs, 
depriving it of ſenſe or motion ; and 
hence oft times the end of the Foot being 
deſtitute of its native heat and colour, 1s 
affected with 2 Lividneſs and Blackneſs, 
and in proceſs of time does terminate ins 
to a Geograns and Sphacelus ; this more 
trequently happening more in aged Peoe 
ple than 1n youth ; becauſe as the parts 
themſelyes are a great way from the.
